A schedule of priority for Palm 
Beach County's $50 million road 
and bridge building program is set? 
for drafting prior to January 7 
when the board holds its annual re- 
organization. 


The board arrived at a decision! 


to take a close look at the bond 
program projects since construc: 
tion cost are soaring above origin- 
al estimates. Commissioners face 
the task of curtailing, the planned 
program and establishing a priority 
Schedule for projects which are re- 
tained. 

Commissioner Lake Lytal asked 
for the review and priority sched- 
ule, saying that no more work 
should be done until the priorities 
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have been selected. His motion 
died for lack of a second and then 
the board went on to approve a 
motion by Commissioner George 
Warren calling-for a priority meet- 
ing but allowing planning and 
right of way work to proceed ‘as 
scheduled. 

Lytaj said the board 
establish a priority for the pro- 
jects—proceeding with the jobs 
that are most important to the 
most people. After making the se- 
lection, Lytal said, the public 
should be informed as to which 
jobs will be given priority treat. 
ment. 

In other road building activities, 
the board: 

Approved entering a condemna- 
tion suit for remaining ' parcels 
needed for the Monet Road pro- 
ject. 

Asked that the legal and. right 
of way departments speed up right 
of way condemnation proceedings 
on Military Trail. 

iDecided to give further study 
to construction of a railroad cross- 
ing and safety gates over the Sea- 
board tracks at Haverhill Road. 
The project has been estimated to 
cost some $46,000 and commission- 
ers believed the amount to: be ex- 
cessive, Plans are being studied to 
move the rail and highway june- 
tion to a point farther north where 
a single set of tracks would have 
to be crossed. At the original lo- 
cation, a double set of tracks fig- 
ure in the plan.

Labor Shortages 
Shown In Florida 


ORLANDO—Announcement that 
the U. 5. Dept. of Labor plans to 
launch a massive recruitment "ef- 
fort to fill seasonal farm jobs in 
Florida. California, Arizona and 
Texas brought the prediction from 
а Florida Fruit & Vegetable Asso- 
ciation spokesman that the drive 
would confirm the existence of 
widespread labor shortages. 


“We'll gladly accept any help 


they want to give us, even though 
we don't expect much in the way of 
results," said W. H. Anderson, Ir,, 
manager -of the. FFVA Labor Di- 
vision. 

Anderson cited recent findings of 
the Florida State Employment Ser- 
vice that farm jobs are going beg- 
ging in most active farming and 
citrus areas, and pointed out that 
independent efforts by farmers and 
growers to recruit workers have 
yielded disappointing results. 

He explained that he expects 
the federal agency will try to talk 
farmers into raising wages even 
higher than now required by the 
labor agency's regulations. 

"They would like to claim that 
labor shortages could be oyercome 
with higher wages," Anderson 
said, “But wages have 'elim 
every segment of our industry For 
several years and our shortages 
continue to increase;" 

Florida fruit and vegetable pro- 
ducers who employ foreign work- 
ers already pay all workers in their 
hire a minimum of 95,cents an 
hour. Sugar cane growers pay at 
least $1.15 per hour, with the aver- 
age worker earning substantially 
more than these minimum, wage 
levels. ` 

Anderson said that about 13,000 
foreign workers are now employed 
throughout Florida agriculture on 
a > supplemental basis. Several 
thousand more domestic workers 
are expected to come to Florida 
after the holiday season as in the 
past, but present statewide short- 
ages are expected to became’ se- 
vere with the approach of peak 
harvest_operations-in January and 
february. 

Some crops, Áudersoli explained, 
including sugar cane, should set 
record production levels if harvests 
can be completed without losses.
